ARTHUR, HIS CABINET AND 
THE SEX ATE. 

President ARTHUR i« preparing to ro- 
construci his cabinet although General 
MacVengh ia anxious to bo rolieved, 
and Secretary Winbom lifts asked for 
an early acceptance of bis resignation 
so that he may not be embarrassed as a 
candidate for tho senato before tho 
Minnesota legislature. In view of tho 
fact that this will necessitate a chango 
in part of tho cabinet it is 
thought the president is prepar- 
ing his cabinet as ft uholo and 
will Bend it in this week. Ex Gov. 
Morgan" of Now York is a^ain men- 
tioned as likely to succeed Secretary 
Wisdom, and Benj. II. Buewster.wIio 
it is quite certain has been recom- 
mended by Attorney-General Mac- 
Veaoh, is still believed to bo tho com- 
ing attorney -general. A delegation is 
urging ex-Senator Howe for a cabinet 
place, but President ARTHUR has as 
yot said nothing to commit liitnself to a 
selection of Howe. Nothing definite, 
however, can bo learned in advanco of 
tho intention of President ARTHUR in 
reconstructing or forming a now cabi- 
inet. It ia a subject of common re- 
mark that President ARTHUR keeps his 
own counsel better than any of his pre- 
decessors. There i3 as much mystery 
hanging over the senatorial situation 
as at any time ninco last Saturday. 
The session of tho senate on Wednes- 
day was short and harmonious. The 
threo new senators were adautted by .'i 
civa voce vote, only threo or four do 
inocrats dissenting. The democratic 
senators mot twice in caucus. Their 
eaucus was barren of decided results. 
The question of appointment of com- 
mittees, and election of secretary was 
discussed in a formal manner, but no 
decided action was takon on either 
questions. It is understood members 
favor making an effort to elect asecre 
tary at an early day, in hopes of widen- 
ing the breach which thoy think now 
exists in tho republican ranks as to the 
propriety of supporting G. 0. Goiuiam, 
who received the caucus nomination 
last spring. The proceedings of the 
senate indicate that there is no loss 
of partisan feolin" since last session. 
The position of David Davis will con- 
tinue independent. He will not vote 
to displace Bayard, nor will he refrain 
from voting in order to allow it. IJe 
will not consent to be elected president 
of the senate by either party. This 
will be his attitude during this session. 
Ho will doubtless vote with tho repub- 
licans at the regular session in Decem- 
ber. The Sun's Washington special 
says: The attempt to combine Blaine 
and G'onklino in the cabinet of Presi- 
dent Arthur has fallen to tho ground. 
Blaine positively refuses to remain. 
He would not bo unwilling to serve 
with G'onklino, but he will not do 
anything that will bring him into any 
sort of allegianco with Grant. No 
persuasion can chango him as to this. 
It is said that when General Garfield 
was believed to bo recovering Blaine 
went toa prominent gentleman, who is 
friondly with both parties, and told 
him that if G'onklino desired it ho 
should be appointed within fifteen min- 
utes to tho vacancy in the United 
States Supremo Court. "You see," 
aaid Blaine, "that I have nothing 
against G'onklino, but I am not going 
to mako him any proposition and run 
the risk of his refusing." Nothing will 
now bo done in these important mat- 
ters without G'onklino being consult- 
ed. It is by no means suro that he 
will be appointed secretary of the 
Treat-.ury since Blaine positively re- 
fuses to remain as Secretary of State. 
Robert Lincoln, it is now said, is the 
only member of the cabinet who will 
retain his position. It will not bn for- 
gotten that Mr. Lincoln is tho only 
member who was an outspoken third- 
termer at tho tirao of tho Chicago con- 
vention. 



Protootion for tho Districts. 

To TnE Editor: --Your trenchant 
article of to-day on tho subject of cattle 
stealing, and the proper means to adopt 
for the prevention of such crimes and 
the punishment of criminals, will be 
carefully perused and seriously consi- 
dered by your numerous readers, espe- 
cially by those most interested — the 
farmers and stockowners on the Island. 

These men are neither " unhappy 
whelps" nor " cabbage heads." They 
are law-abiding, taxpaying, industrious, 
intelligent and prosperous people, and 
they repel with scorn the suggestion 
or advice that would degrade and 
lower them to tho level of a lawless 
mob as members of vigilance commit 
tees. They aro entitled to lawful pro 
tection for person and property, and 
they know well that if a little decency 
and discretion were exercised by our 
model government in tho appropriation 
of public funds a remedy for their 
wrongs could bo applied. 

For instance, if wo could keep our 
delegates to England at home; keep 
their fingers out of cement when thov 
got there; save costs of commission, 
Ptorago and etceteras extraordinary on 
cement transactions; make some of our 
ministers drive a little slower over tho 
Cariboo wagon-road, tberoby econom- 
izing tho quantity and prico of poker 
liniment; stop our government from 
paying imbeciles styled M.P. P. mileage 
for routes over which they have never 
travelled to their constituencies, unless 
they did bo in their happy dreams in 
the gutters of Victoria, means and mo- 
ney would be on hand to apply to its 
legitimate purposes, namely, tho pay- 
ment of honest claims against our gov- 
ernment and tho protection of the per- 
sona and property of onr people with- 



out the aid of vigilanco committees. 

It is with shatno that wo must con- 
fess that wo are, through the majority 
of our representatives and our govern- 
ment, being made a bye-word and a 
scoff for our fellow subjects of tho other 
provinces and tho citizens of the neigh- 
boring republic. Tho peoplo and they 
alono can right their wrongs and the 
time is short until they will bo called 
upon I o exercise tlf -privileges, when 
thoy will do so to soiuu purpose. 

They will sen.! men to represent 
them whose intelligence will do them 
credit, whose integrity will bo a suffi- 
cient guarantee for the faithful per- 
formance of their representative du- 
ties, whoso self-respect will provent 
them from allowing themselves or 
their supporters to bo dragged down to 
tho unenviable level at present occu- 
pied by the firm of Q. G. & S. and their 
supporters. Our treasury should never 
bo enriched by the repudiation of hon- 
est debts or depleted by tho payment 
of expenses of pretentious and nonsen- 
sical delegates or tho untravelled mile- 
age of servile members of parliament.

Fertility of Dairy Farms. 

Much misapprehension oxtsts in regard 
to the rapid loss uf fertility of dairy farms 
by reason of tho carrying away of tho 
phosphates in the milk. 'Now 1000 lbs. 
of mill; contains about 'libs, to Olbs. of 
phosphates, of which nearly the whole is 
phosphate of limo. Of this less than ono- 
half is phosphoric acid, therefore DOOOlbs. 
of milk contains but 7itbs. of phosphoric 
acid, which may be taken as tho yearly 
consumption in this way of each cow. As 
whoat bran contains 2.0 per cent, of phos- 
phoric acid, it needs only that about 
25 lbs. bran be fed to each cow yearly to 
roplaco tho draught upon the soil. There 
aro few dairy cows that aro fed loss than 
this quantity of bran or some equivalent 
to it, and it is pretty certain little, if any, 
phosphoric acid is really taken from the soil 
of the dairy farm. On the contrary, to 
say nothing of the natural supply in tho 
soil, which slowly becomes soluble, thero 
is good reason to boliove that overy well 
kept dairy farm becomes gradually richer 
in phosphates every year. — Ameritan 
Paper.

The momentum of the carriago thus 
suddenly checked caused t he ladies to be 
thrown out, Mrs. Harris falling among a 
pile of grocery boxes and Mrs. Blinkhorn 
against a verandah post. The latter was 
picked up insensible and carried into Mr. 
(i. Morison's drugstore and afterwards 
to Mr. Morison's residence. Mrs. Harris, 
who was also insensible, was convoyed at 
once to her own house and medical aid 
summoned to Loth the unfortunate la- 
dies. The force of the concussion smashed 
the near forewhool of the carriage and 
twisted up the- spring. The horso was 
violently thrown down on the sidewalk, 
but, strange to say, escaped unhurt. His 
•struggles, however, to extricate himself 
from the wreck of the vehicle broke the 
shaft and harness considerably bo- 
fore assistance reached the scene of the 
accident. He was secured by Mr. John 
Parker and Mr. W. Franklin. Dr. Trimble 
attended Mrs. Harris and found that hor 
left arm was broken near the wrist and that 
! iwu mi S ers were smashed; otherwise that 
hor injuries are not serious. Dr. Hel- 
m-Am attended Mrs. Blinkhorn, who is 
an aged lady, and reports that beyond a 
severe bruise on one side of the face and. 
a severe shaking she litis sustained no in- 
jury. Last evening both ladios woro rost- 
ing quietly with every prospect of an early 
recovery.

Tho dog 
barking wakened somo younger mombers 
of the family, but the burglars, probably 
knowing Sir Leonard and Lady Tilloy 
were absent, and thinking tho houso to 
bo tonantless, persisted in attempting to 
enter. Miss . I ulia Tilloy thoroupon tele- 
phoned to tho police station, and two 
mombers of tho forco wero despatched to 
tho spot.

It is sup- 
posed that it was torn off tho trousers of 
either Malcolm or Lloyd and driven into 
hor faco at the time of the explosion.

Toronto, Sopt. 30 — Mr. J. V. Ham 
died at Whitby on Wednesday ovening 
aftor a lingering illness. Tho deceased 
gentleman was deputy clork of the Crown, 
registrar of the Surrogate Court, and 
clerk of tho County Court of tho county 
of Ontario for upwards of sixteen years. 

Montreal, Sopt. 28.— A law suit, 
which excited considerable interest hero 
somo time since, was decided to-day by 
Justico Rainville giving judgment in the 
Superior Court. The Rev. A.J. Bray 
delivered a locturo on England and Ire- 
land last winter, which tho defendant, 
without tho permission of tho plaintiff', 
published in pamphlet form with its pages 
intorsproad with advertisement of patent 
medicinos. Tho plaintiff sued for 83,000 
damages alleged to have boon sustained 
from losing profits of publishing his lec- 
ture himself, and from bringing his repu- 
tation into ridicule.
